A royal welcome was given the 
1,364 delegates to the thirty-first 
annual meeting by what seemed to be 
the whole village of Saranac Lake. 
From the time of arrival every com- 
fort was provided to make this meet- 
ing probably the most outstanding we 
have ever had. Not only was the 
registration the largest, but it was 
held in connection with the fiftieth 
anniversary of Trudeau Sanatorium 
and in a setting imbued with the spirit 
of the founder of the sanatorium 
movement in this country. Cars were 
provided for transportation to the 
meeting places and for sight-seeing 
trips. The Reception Committee and 
the Ladies’ Hospitality Committee 
were untiring in providing informa- 
tion, entertainment and every conven- 
ience so that those who attended will 
long remember this meeting and will 
be glad to have had the privilege of 
becoming better acquainted with the 
friendly people of Saranac Lake. 

The opening meeting was unique in 
its program. Following the President’s 
address, three papers by Dr. Charles 
C. Trembley, Dr. H. A. Pattison, and 
Dr. Allen K. Krause, were read to 
pay tribute to the memory of Tru- 
deau. These were followed by nine- 
teen delightful tableaux, portraying 
incidents from his life, presented by 
High School pupils under the capable 
direction of Miss Ruth E. Forth, 
teacher of public speaking and dra- 
matics. 

Bright sunshine made the rededica- 
tion ceremony of Little Red on Tues- 
day afternoon a memorable event. 
Dr. James Alexander Miller received 
from Dr. Kennon Dunham the bronze 
plaque presented by the N. T. A. 


It was an added attraction to have 
present Mrs. Carolyn Pentland Lind- 
say, the oldest living “graduate” of 
Trudeau Sanatorium, who brought a 
greeting. Tea, served on the lawn by 
members of the Ladies’ Hospitality 
Committee, followed the ceremony. 

The outing at Paul Smith’s, Wed- 
nesday afternoon, was made even more 
enjoyable by the hospitality of Dr. and 
Mrs. Francis B. Trudeau, who cor- 
dially welcomed the guests at their 
lovely camp on Lake St. Regis. On 
the way the delegates also stopped at 
the famed little church, St. John’s in 
the Wilderness.

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1936 Annual Meeting 


At a meeting of the Program Com- 
mittee for the 1936 annual meeting 
in New Orleans the tentative dates 
were set for April 22, 23, 24 and 25. 
These dates will be submitted for 
final approval to the Executive Com- 
mittee at its fall meeting. The Pro- 
gram Committee proposed a one-day 
symposium to discuss racial problems 
in connection with tuberculosis and 
an effort will be made to secure the 
cooperation of some of the neighboring 
countries such as Mexico and Cuba 
to participate in the program. The 
chairman of the Clinical Section, Dr. 
Willard B. Soper, William Wirt 
Winchester Hospital, West Haven, 
Connecticut, and the chairman of the 
Pathological Section, Dr. Charles A. 
Doan, Ohio State University, Depart- 
ment of Medical and Surgical Re- 
search, Columbus, Ohio, will be glad 
to receive suggestions for papers in 
their respective sections. The Program 
Committee will meet for considera- 
tion of these and other papers during 
November. It is suggested that re- 
quests for place on the program be in 
the hands of the Program Committee 
not later than November 1. Sugges-

occasion. All day the skies had been 
gray with showers, but for this impor- 
tant trip the sun came out to make 
the sight of the panorama from the 
4,872-foot elevation a long to be 

remembered experience. 

The sessions also were excellent and 
attendance at them was greater than 
usual. The papers and discussions will 
be published in the Transactions late 
this fall. For the first time this year 
a joint symposium was held on Thurs- 
day, with the Pathological, Clinical, 
Sociological, and Administrative Sec- 
tions all participating. Papers from 
the symposium will also be included 
in the Transactions. 

Exhibits, too, were especially fine. 
The X-ray exhibit, the medical re- 
search exhibit, and the exhibit of 
tuberculosis work of the United States 
Veterans Service all were well pat- 
ronized. We were fortunate this year 
in having an added exhibit of rare 
first editions of books on tuberculosis 
arranged by Dr. Lawrason Brown, 
besides a most interesting and valu- 
able exhibit of old Christmas Seals 
arranged by the National Tuberculosis 
Association. 

Two hundred and eight persons 
attended the school health education 
luncheon on Tuesday, and 125 the 
luncheon on college hygiene on Wed- 
nesday. 


Dr. WarinG, PRESIDENT 
The National Tuberculosis Asso- 


ciation is glad to announce the election 
of Dr. James Johnston Waring of 
Denver, Colorado, as its new presi- 
dent. Dr.. Waring was born in Savan- 
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nah, Georgia, August 11, 1883, and is 
a graduate of Lawrenceville School 
and Yale Sheffield Scientific School. 
He received his M.D. degree at the 
University of Colorado and was also 
a student at Johns Hopkins Univer- 
sity. A director of the National Tu- 
berculosis Association from 1930-1931 
and from 1932-1935, and a member 
of the Executive Committee from 
1933-1935, Dr. Waring has been 
closely identified with tuberculosis 
work and has been one of the leaders 
in this field for several years. Besides 
being a member of this Association he 
is a Fellow of the American College 
of Physicians, a member of the Amer- 
ican Medical Association, a member 
of the American Clinical and Clima- 


tological Association, a past-president. 


of the Denver Sanatorium Associa- 
tion, and a past-president of the Med- 
ical Society of the City and County 
of Denver. He is now Professor of 
Medicine at the University of Colo- 
rado, School of Medicine. His article, 
“The History of Artificial Pneumo- 
thorax in America,” published in the 
Journal of the Outdoor Life in five 
instalments in 1933 and 1934, has 
received widespread distribution.

Tue Trupeau MEDAL 


Dr. Leroy U. Gardner was awarded 
the Trudeau Medal. As director of 
the Saranac Laboratory, Dr. Gardner 
is noted throughout the world as a 
tuberculosis scientist. He is the third 
Saranac Lake man to win this award, 
the others being Dr. Edward R. 
Baldwin in 1927 and Dr. Lawrason §& 
Brown in 1933. Dr. Esmond R. Long, § 
chairman of the Committee on Award, 
presented the award, ‘For important 
work in the pathology of tuberculosis 
and particularly on the relation of 
tuberculosis and silicosis. He has de- 
veloped effective organization through- 
out the country for the study and 
control of tuberculosis in the dusty 
trades.”

Radio Program for 


Homemakers 


Miss Edna Bond, School Health 
Education Director of the New Jer- 
sey Tuberculosis League, has been 
participating in the “Radio Program 
for Homemakers” conducted by the 
Extension Division of Rutgers Uni- 
versity, through which more than 300 
study groups in New Jersey have been 
organized. —IT'wo weeks before each 
broadcast is given, mimeographed ma- 
terial with questions based on the 
topic to be broadcast together with a 
list of references is sent to each of 
these study groups. On the day of the 
broadcast, the groups assemble to 
“listen in,” and then to discuss the 
subject in detail. Miss Bond, in dia- 
logues with Miss Marion McDowell, 
Extension Specialist in Child Train- 
ing and Parent Education, has recent-

Health,” and “A Check Up on the 
School Child’s Health Habits.” 
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Educational Campaign 
in Delaware 


The Delaware State Health Coun- 
cil, under the leadership of George F. 
Hendricks of the State Department 
of Education recently promoted a 
health educational campaign by radio. 
The newspapers throughout the state 
gave hearty support to the program 
and carried articles prepared by mem- 
bers of the Council twice a week. 
These covered the subjects of physical 
education, home economics, tubercu- 
losis prevention, nutrition, dental, 
school and child hygiene; also the 
place of parent-teacher associatons in 
promoting school health education. 

The primary purpose of the Coun- 
cil which is now three years old, is 
“to improve the health level of the 
present and future Delawareans. It 
neither solicits nor expends any funds 
but serves as an instigator and also 
as a clearing-house in school health 
problems.” 

The Council is to be congratulated 
for its vision and its public spirit. 
Dr. H. V. Holloway, State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction in Del- 
aware, makes the significant comment : 
“Working together for the past three 
years these various agencies have been 
able to accomplish an amount of 
health work that would have been 
quite impossible without the coopera- 
tion which has come about as a result 
of the Council.” 


Rhode Island’s Contest 


Award of the Barnes Silver Cup 
to the City of Newport was made on 
March 25 at the annual meeting of 
the Rhode Island Tuberculosis Asso- 
ciation for the highest score attained 
in the contest for the year 1934. 

Rhode Island is unique in holding 
this contest, based upon the standards 
of the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation, relating to tuberculosis con- 
trol. The different associations and 
cities of Rhode Island send in each 
year an appraisal on forms provided 
for the purpose outlining their achieve- 
ments in case finding, nursing, hos- 
pitalization, health education, etc. 
These scores are graded by the state 
association and the state sanatorium, 
and the announcement, which is kept 
strictly secret, is made at the annual 
meeting luncheon.

The Denver Tuberculosis Society 
has just completed its seventh year of 
cooperating with the Denver Council 
of Parents and Teachers in a Parent 
Health Education program for pre- 
school mothers. More than one thou- 
sand mothers were enrolled for classes 
during the past year. The mothers 
meet in thirty-seven groups every two 
weeks throughout the school year in 
the public school buildings. Physical 
and dental examinations are made 
annually of all pre-school children of 
these mothers through the cooperation 
of the Denver Branch of the Rocky 
Mountain Pediatric Society and the 
Denver Dental Society. Reasonable 
assurance has been given that the pub- 
lic schools will finance more of this 
program the coming year than in the 
past. 


The Denver Tuberculosis Society 
is now entering upon its third year of 
radio health programs. The broadcasts 
are given weekly over KLZ, the local 
station of the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, on Monday at 3:00 p. m. 
Broadcasts are given by various staff 
members of the Society and interested 
physicians of Denver. In addition to 
these weekly broadcasts, all stations 
give free time to the Society for the 
Christmas Seal sale. 

“Alabama’s Health” is the title of 
a new illustrated and mimeographed 
monthly bulletin recently issued by 
the Alabama Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion. The outstanding news it con- 
tained was that the seal sale had 
reached a 31 per cent increase over 


that of 1933-1934. 


“The Oregon Trail of the Christ- 
mas Seal” is the title of the annual 
report for 1934 recently issued by 
the Oregon Tuberculosis Association. 
Attractively written to carry out the 
idea of the trail, one of its most 


interesting features is a summary in 


brief form of the health situation in 
respect to the number of nurses, tu- 
berculosis beds, clinics, etc. in Oregon 
in 1915, twenty years ago when the 
association was organized, in compar- 
ison with the present situation. 


Dr. J. Simonet, the N. T. A.’s for- 
mer representative in Puerto Rico, 


writes that he has been appointed a 
specialist at the new anti-tuberculosis 
center for diagnosis and treatment 
just opened in San Juan. This is a 
consultation clinic for various nearby 
public health units as well as a pneu- 
mothorax center where treatment may 
be continued on patients discharged 
from the sanatoria or hospitals. Other 
new centers are also being opened in 
communities where there are high 
tuberculosis death rates. 


The trustees of the Julius Rosen- 
wald Fund, at the annual meeting 
held in Chicago last month, appro- 
priated $284,000 for the work of the 
year beginning July 1, according to an 
announcement by Edwin R. Embree, 
President of the Fund. The appro- 
priations were made for rural educa- 
tion, medical services, and Negro 
welfare. 

The Fund will maintain a staff of 
twelve teachers and students who will 
work with schools in the southern 
states in an effort to give education 
a more direct bearing upon life in 
rural communities. “During the recent 
industrial era,” Mr. Embree said, 
“schools have trained children almost 
entirely for success in the cities. Many 
present trends lead. back to country 
life, and the schools must begin to fit 
children for life in the country and 
must cooperate with the health, agri- 
cultural and cultural agencies which 
are working to improve rural con- 
ditions.” 


Mrs. Ernest R. Grant, managing 
director of the District of Columbia 
Tuberculosis Association, reports that 
the newly appointed health officer in 
Washington, Dr. George C. Ruhland, 
has been carrying out an interesting 
program. Tuberculin tests followed 
by X-rays to positive reactors were 
given to all senior high school students 
both in public and parochial schools 
and to children at the District of 
Columbia Institute for Feeble- 
Minded and those in the Abbot Voca- 
tional School. 

The program was organized with 
the cooperation of his staff of the 
Health Department, two medical so- 
cieties, one white and one colored, the 
Board of Education of the Public 
Schools, officials of the Parochial 
Schools, and the District of Columbia

a tabulation of the various facilities 
for the care of the tuberculous such 
as sanatoria, hospitals and preventoria 
by states; a table showing the number 
of nurses doing tuberculosis work;
